DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nicholson (US. 
4,203,608). 

Nicholson discloses a seal for combustion engines, comprising at least one metal layer 
(layer of figure 8) having an outer edge region (outer edge of the metal layer) defining an outer- 
most perimeter (perimeter of the metal layer) of the at least one metal layer of predetermined 
shape at least one pass-through opening (on of the two center openings that are circular) formed 
in the at least one metal layer at a location spaced inwardly from the outer edge region (the 
opening is spaced inwardly from the outer region), a plurality of circumferential parallel profile 
sumps (two sumps that are parallel and running abound the perimeter of the metal layer) formed 
in at least the outer edge region in circumferentially surrounding, unsymmetrical spaced relation 
(the plurality of sumps are unsymmetrical to the opening) to the at least one pass-through 
opening and having the shape of the outer most perimeter in combination with at least one 
inward profile sump (two inward profile sumps that surround the opening) spaced inwardly from 
and unsymmetrical relative to the plurality of circumferential, parallel profile sumps (the inward 
profile sumps are unsymmetrical to the plurality of sumps that are parallel to each other) and 
circumferential surrounding relation to the at least one pass-through opening (the inward profile 
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sump surrounds the opening) and having the shape of the at least one pass-through opening (the 
inward profile sump surrounds the opening). 

Regarding claim 2: The profile sumps are formed as circumferential wave sumps (the 
plurality of sumps are circumferential wave sumps, figure 6). 

Regarding claim 3: The profile sumps are circumferential saw-tooth profile (saw tooth 
formed in figure 4d). 

Regarding claim 4: The profile sumps run parallel to one another (the profile sumps run 
parallel to each other) and have the same shape (figure 4d). 

Regarding claim 5: The profile sumps run parallel to one another and have offset cross 
section (this is the case as seen the offset in figure 4e). 

Response to Arguments

view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
